BERNADOTTE TO DECIDE 

Lake Success, June 2. -- The 
Sccurity Council agreed tonight to 
Ict the United Nations mediator In 
Palestine, Count Folke Bernadotte, 
decide when the actual four-week 
cease-fire should begin. 

The mediator had asked the 
Council for ‘a’ limited time’ be- 
tween the date of acceptance of the 
British sponsored résolution and the 
date of its'appiication, He added 
that “from -the standpoint of ap- 
plication of control this might he 
some days.” . 

The Jewish respresentative at, 
the Security Council, Mc Aubrey 8. 
Eban, comptalned that the Jewish 
State had issued three cease-fire 
orders already, without any similar 
action from tte Arab side. 

The Council will meet tomorrow 
to consider’ whut supervision and 
control measures the mediator con 
take to ensure the success of the 
Council's resolution —Reuter. *

ENGRAVED PLATE

Ina bay under the 
bed on which ho put were found 25 
ten-cents notes all of which except 
one were fresh, clean forged notes. 
Some of these were from the dle 
found on the premises while others 
were from another die. A search of 
n writing-pad disclosed 33 more 
forged notes made from the dig In 
the hut, Also in the pad-was oa 
letter wrilten by Hui to a man, Tang, 
telling, of the operation of’the press. 
The tone of this led the .Police to 
believe that there were other per- 
sons’ concerned and they continued 
their investigations.

Two large size divans were among 
the four raided by Kowloon, Police 
in the Yaumati and Tsimshatsul dis- 
tricts on Wednesday night. In_ all, 
{Including the Jour keepers, nbout, 60 
persons \vere arrested on the’ pre- 
mises, They were charged before 
Mr Latimer at Kowloon Court to- 
day. * : 


The four divan keepers, besides 
the various fines imposed on them, 
were automatically: recommended 
for. banishment, _a.pennlty enforced 
since the beginning of this month: 

‘The largest den was the one which 
occupled the first floor of No. 29 
Wusung Street. The keeper, Leung 
Kwong, 31, unemployed, was fined 
$550 or five months. The nine opium 
pipes, 12 lamps seized were ordered 
to be confiscated. 


- WOMEN SMOKERS
